The Paris police who risked their 
lives In trying to arrest the members 
of the automobile bandit band are not 
overpaid. 

The chief Inspector, Colmard, re¬ 
ceives $840 a year and has reached 
the highest rate In the service. Sergt. 
Fleury has $600 a year. After him 
comes Inspector Rohr, who arrested 
Carony, for which day’s work he got 
91 . 60 . 

Inspector Leroy has $1.34 a day and 
Inspector Sevetre and Huet, who af¬ 
ter watching for seven consecutive 
nights, arrested Raymond la Seleses, 
-do not receive quite $1.25 a day. 

Inspector Naessens, who arrested 
one of the gang, Paul Doebel, gets 
the same amount

Another Is 
that static discharges are contiually 
taking place from the earth Into the 
air, and are there readily collected 
by particles of moisture. When the 
particles of -moisture condense they 
form heavy thunder clouds and this 
formation of raindrops causes the 
lightning flashes as explained.—Chi¬ 
cago Tribune.

MAPLE BUDS 


What Ancient Knew About Ecllpsee 

The ancients found out how to pre¬ 
dict eclipses of the moon, but those 
of the sun baffled them. They ob¬ 
served the lunar cycle of eighteen Jul-, 
ian years eleven days. In which the 
moon returns to almost the same po¬ 
sition- In the heavens, but they could 
not apply this to solar eclipses, al¬ 
though the period answers for both. 
The reason of the failure was . that, 
although solar eclipses recur in a fixed 
order within the cycle, they are not 
visible again at the"same part of the 
earth’s surface. Eclipses of the moon 
are universally visible. 

In any given year the number of 
eclipses of the sun and moon togeth¬ 
er cannot be less than two or more 
than sevfen. -The most usual num¬ 
ber is four. It Is very rarely that it 
exceeds six. Astronomers observe 
what they call “eclipse seasons” for 
each year. These last thirty-six days 
for solar and twenty-three days for 
lunar eclipses. The seasons occur 
about twenty days earlier every year. 
—Pall Mall Gazette.

Wants Other Women to Know 
How She was Finally 
Restored to Health. 


Ghee is used in India as Is butter 
In American and European countries, 
and. In fact. Is butter, so prepared 
that it never grows stale, instances 
being known of Its preservation for 
as long as 200 years. 

In preparing ghee, butter Is boiled 
until all the watery particles and 
curds have been thrown off by re¬ 
peated sklmmlngs. When the liquor 
Is clear oil. It Is poured Into a vessel 
tp cool. When cooled It Is In granu¬ 
lated form, and will keep for years 
without becoming rancid or of bad 
odor. Ghee has been found In desert¬

Copenhagen.—The body of King 
Frederick .VIII will He In etato in 
the Chapel of Chrlatianborg Palace, 
where hundreds of wreaths have al¬ 
ready arrived. - The funeral will 
: take place on May 24, the services be- 
lng conducted In the Cathedral at 
I Roskilde, which is 13 miles from Co- 
| peuhagen. The cathedral contains 
jthe tombs contain 51 shrdlu. cnifw 
the tombs of most of the Danish 
kings. All the theatres in Copen¬ 
hagen have been closed for three 
days and on all sides buildings are 
being draped with mourning. 

The proclamation of King Christ¬ 
ian X. took place in the space in 
front of the palace which was so 
I crowded that many of the people 
were crushed, while others fainted 
The premier, promptly at three o’¬ 
clock, appeared on the balcony of the 
palace and announced the death of 
King Frederick. He then proclaim¬ 
ed Christian X. his successor, wish¬ 
ing the new king a lqng life.

EXILED TO SIBERIA 


Englishwoman Receives a Severe Sen¬ 
tence in Russian Court. 

Warsaw.—It has now been ascertain¬ 
ed that in addition to the sen¬ 
tence of four years’ penal servitude 
imposed on’Miss Malecka, the Eng¬ 
lish woman recently found guilty of 
belonging to an illegal Polish Society, 
she haB been condemned to exile for 
life In Siberia. 

It Is expected that the English news¬ 
papers will take up' the matter with 
the foreign office at London. 

The woman was arrested on July 14, 
1911, on a charge of complicity in the 
plots of Polish revolutionaries. 

The British Foreign office made re¬ 
presentations to Russia at the time, 
but the Czar's government, while ad¬ 
mitting that Miss Malecka’s mother 
was English and her father was a Pole 
who had been naturalized in Great Bri¬ 
tain, said he never received permis¬ 
sion to change his naturalization, and 
therefore, under the English law, his 
naturalization was ineffective and his 
daughter was a Russian subject.

GOUIN RETURNED TO POWER 


8lx-Foot Waterway to be Construct¬ 
ed from Prince Albert to Le Pas 

Winnipeg.— Further investigations 
are to be made this season into the 
Saskatchewan river waterway. 

Last year a survey party covered 
the route from Prince Albert to Le 
Pas and Its report indicated the 
feasibility of constructing • a six-foot 
waterway for grain barges between 
these points. This season attention 
will be paid to the section from 
Prince Albert to Edmonton. While 
the undertaking will be somewhat 
costly. It Is stated that the develop¬ 
ment of water powers will largely 
compensate for the expenditure. 
The waterway is designed to aid 
materially' in solving the grain trans¬ 
portation problem of the west. 


Quebec Gives the Liberal Premier 
the Third Term tn Office 

Montreal.—The Quebec Provincial 
elections resulted In the return of the 
Gouln Government by practically the 
same majority which It had in the 
last house. 

By the redistribution act, passed at 
the last session of the legislature, sev¬ 
en new seats were added, and while 
the opposition captured two of these 
It lost two others, thus making the 
gross gain in ,he Liberal majority in 
the new house seven. 

The members of the cabinet were 
rejected, the only one to suffer defeat 
being the Hon. Charles Devlin in Te- 
mlskamingue. Mr. Devlin was, how¬ 
ever, successful in Nicolet county. 

Premier Gouin was elected by a 
large majority In both Port Neuf and 
St. John’s. 

Mr. Tellier, opposition leader, was 
reelected in Joliette, but two of his 
leading lieutenants, Armand Lavergne 
and Jules Provost, both of whom ran 
In two counties, suffered defeat in one, 
Mr. Lavergne winning in Montmagny 
and losing in Montmorency, and Mr. 
Prevost suffering, defeat in L’Assomp- 
tlon and winning in Terre Bonne. 

But HttleAntereBt was manifested in 
the elections, the indifference once 
amounting to apathy in the English 
districts of Montreal. 

The Government appealed to the 
people on its good record, while the 
opposition charged it with extrava¬ 
gance, citing the erection of a $3,000,- 
000 gaol and $600,000 technical school 
in Montreal as examples, and con¬ 
tended that the money could have 
befell better spent In advancing the 
Interests of primary education in the 
rural districts of the province. 

Good roads also-figured, the Gov¬ 
ernment relying upon Its programme 
and the opposition contending that the 
money could be spent ta better advan¬ 
tage, alleging that the Government's 
policy tended to favor those roads 
which would be largely used by auto¬ 
mobiles to the neglect of those which 
were of great value to the farmers.

Many Labor deputes. 

Ottawa, Ont.,—As Is usual at this 
period of the year, the number of labor 
disputes In existence has recently in¬ 
creased-tn connection with the settle¬ 
ment of wage schedules for the com¬ 
ing season of activity. 

There are 19 strikes reported to the 
department of labor In April, being 
five more than In March and five more 
than in April last year. 

About 60 firms and 6,000 employees 
were Involved, the loss of time being 
estimated as in the neighborhood of 
160,000 working days. The only im¬ 
portant new disturbances, however, 
was that of railway construction hands 
in British Columbia. On the whole 
the situation from the standpoint of 
working time lost has been more favor¬ 
able than last year. Only 11 disputes 
were -eported unsettled nt the end of 
•the month. 


Trial by Jury Abolished. 

Capetown.—A draft ordinance has 
been issued In Rhodesia abolishing 
trlftj by jury In tbe case of serious 
crimes committed by natives against 
Europeans or vfce.vqfsa. The ordi¬ 
nance provides for the trial of such 
cases before a Judge of the high court, 
assisted by. assessors, the Judge’s de¬ 
cision being the Judgment of the court.

Brandon, Man.—According to Mr. 
Watson Griffin, Brandon's newly ap¬ 
pointed publicity commissioner, the 
added, grant of $1,000 Just voted by 
the council to the fair board should 
prove a splendid Investment for the 
city.

Mflc of all aea fish, though Its habitat 
does not extend over as large an area 
as other species. Tbe cod Is found 
only In northern waters and will live 
and thrive only In certain tempera- 
tures. Some day, owing to tbe woqder- 
ful asset which Newfoundland pos¬ 
sesses In her cod fishery, she Is destin¬ 
ed to be tbe great fish depot of tbe 
world. 

It Is not alone on tbe great “banks,” 
many miles off ber coast, that cod are 
found In countless millions, but around 
the' whole island—on the “ledges" and 
“grounds” off tbe capes and promon¬ 
tories that jut Into tbe Atlantic as well 
as on tbe Labrador coast for a stretch 
of 1.000 miles. 

In these regions you. require no 
batcbertes to aid tbe wonderful fe¬ 
cundity of nature. Indeed. It la doubt¬ 
ful if you require any laws or regula¬ 
tions to protect these fisheries unless 
H be in tbe sboal waters of tbe bay. 

Notwithstanding that for 300 years 
the fisheries of these waters have been 
prosecuted by tbe rival fishermen of 
two hemispheres, tbe largest catch of 
cod ever taken on tbe Newfoundland 
and Labrador coasts was that secured 
in-1909, tbe yield being estimated in 
weight at 1,800.000 quintals, or 201,- 
000,000 pounds, to which may be add¬ 
ed 200,000 quintals—tbe quantity local¬ 
ly consumed in Newfoundland during 
and after tbe fishing season. 

The value of the fish alone, without 
any regard to tbe byproducts—oil, roes, 
skin, offal, etc.-ls *10,000,000.-Wide 
Worid Magazine.

* Orlglon of Radium | 

Of the various (Ifoblems raised by 1 
the discovery of radium and It* as¬ 
sociates, all bat two bare now been 
solved, said Prof. Frederick Boddy In 
his recent discourse at the Royal In¬ 
stitution. The two remaining put¬ 
ties are tbe origin, and the ultimate 
disintegration products of uranium 
and thorium. These two primary 
radio-active elements are- the only 
ones changing slowly enough to ac¬ 
count for the maintenance of radium | 
In the earth, and the' only ones with* 
specific gravltiec higher than that of [ 
radium. As It Is highly improbable j 
that radium is the result of a union 
of two or more elements, It follows 
that the physicist must look bo uran¬ 
ium or thorium as its -source. 

In order, to test the percentage of , 
radium. I*rof. Soddy nine years ago 
purified some tif-anium (from radium) 
and set it aside In a closed vessel. 
After a year and a half he found 
a trace of radium in the vessel, but 
only a thousandth part of the amount 
that should have accumulated theor¬ 
etically. Th" non-appearance of rad¬ 
ium Professor Soddy explained by the 
assumption that an intermediate pro¬ 
duct occurs between uranium and 
radium. He began further Isolation 
experiments In,-1905 to test this hy¬ 
pothesis. The result of these has 
been (he conclusion that the radium 
found w?s the result of smell 
titles of Ionium not removed during 
the preliminary purification. Ion¬ 
ium Is a substance discovered by 
Bdttwood, in America, and Keelman 
in Germany, in uranium minerals (and 
at first assumed to be actinium), 
which generates radium at a rapid 
rate. Cheroicalily, it appears to be 
Identical with thorium.

The latest sign of this work 
of modernization U the arrival of a 
large American motor road roller.—

Soldiers 'Killed by Tight Belts 

The risk of soldiers wearing tight 
belts was emphasized at a .Hackney 
Inquest on William Dixon, who for 
seventeen years was In the Duke of 
Cornwall’s Light Infantry, and served 
In the South African war. 

He died suddenly and unexpectedly 
and medical evidence showed death 
to be due to an eneurlsm, or swell¬ 
ing of th6 main artery leading from 
the heart. 

The coroner said this state of things* 
curiously enough, was often associa¬ 
ted with men who had been In the 
army, and had not been subjected to 
any great strain after. In the army 
the complaint was rather common. 
Sudden strains were causes, and an¬ 
other cause lay In tightly buckled 
up belts, such as soldiers had to wear 
In warfare. Such belts put a strain 
on the heart more than the ordinary 
workman had, who generally worked 
without a Jacket, and In his shirt 
sleeves. A soldier had of course to 
go about tightly buttoned up In war. 
It was often feared that soldiers died 
from this cause, though It might not 
be for year after.—London Chron-

GERMANY GOING 80ME 


It May be Tuetonlc Hustle” Instead 
of “Yankee Huatle" Soon 

In Germany every one speaks one 
or two languages in addition to his 
own. A clerk is not admitted Into 
a banking Institution, no matter how- 
lowly the character of bis work Is to 
bo, unless he cat at least fluently 
apeak and write one foreign language. 

Forty years ago Germany was a 
purely agricultural country. Jt to¬ 
day ranks second In Industrial, pur¬ 
suits, and the population keeps pace 
with this development. Thirty Vears 
ago its population numbered 45,000- 
000, today It is 72,000,000, evidencing 
a virility that makes for continuous 
advancement. 

Traveling from Flushing to Ber¬ 
lin the railroad passes through an 
avenue of factories over 800 miles long 
and all of them working overtime, 
says the Explorer’s Review. Farm 
lauds have been converted into city 
lots and whole villages are being torn 
down to be replaced by five and six 
storey city dwellings—not an old 
house to be seen anywhere, and in 
passing by the sky line is red with 
the tiled roofs of new dwellings. In¬ 
dividual Wealth has grown enormous¬ 
ly with It, but they are hard work¬ 
ers, the people of Germany, and the 
push and energy displayed on ev-ry 
side is most astounding. Krupp's 
factory*In Essen now employs 45.000 
skilled workmen, as against 30,000 
thirty years ago.

New Map of thd Island a Reminder 
of Erichaefl'a Tragic Fate 

What Is sffhl to be the first accur¬ 
ate map and description of North¬ 
east Greenland, showing that the 
great island stretches much further 
eastward than has been generally as¬ 
sumed, appears this week in the Cop¬ 
enhagen Geographical Journal. 

The authors are the Dane, Capt. 
Koch, and the German, Dr. Wegener, 
both of whom survived the ill-fated 
Danmark expedition, the leader of 
which, Myllus Erichsen, met his 
death In a tragic manner, as did .his 
unfortunate companions, Hagen and 
Broenlund. 

Hagen finished his sketch maps of 
Denmark Fiord and Independence 
Sound while dying of hunger and ex¬ 
posure, while Broenlund after ■ Ha¬ 
gen’s death dragged himself with 
both feet frozen to the depot on 
Lambert’s Land, where he arranguj 
his work-in such a way that It could 
be easily located. Then he lay down 
and died too. 

The most valuable feature of ;ne 
Denmark report Is the map of the 
hitherto unexplored region of East 
Greenland between the seventy- 
ninth and the eighty-sxcond parallel, 
although the entire work covers the 
land between- 76 degrees 43 minutes 
to the northernmost point of Green¬ 
land, 83 degrees. 30 minutes. There 
are #lso the results of Myllus Erich- 
sen’s (jjcur.’Jons to Shannon Land 
and the Pendulum Islands. 

Df\ Wegenpr tells of the peculiar 
(ce conditions in those inhospitable 
regions. Elsewhere ip similar high 
latitudes the Ice melts every sum¬ 
mer for a brief period afid drifts 
away, but the ice cap in North-east 
Greenland never' m&lu>. 

It Is only where the full force af 
the polar current strikes headlands, 
and outlying islands that the Ice Is 
broken up In places and carried a- 
way... long the whole coast and 
between the seventy eighth and sev- 
ninth degrees, known as Glacier Bay, 
both land and sea are covered by one 
vast continuous Ice sheet. The tides 
here cause tremendous strains and 
stresses, but the permanent . Icc 
cap prevents the formation of ice- 
Lcigs. 


NCREASE BUFFALO HERD. 


May Bring Animals from Fort Chlpp.-- 
wyan to Wainwrig~ht. 

Ed. Ellis, who has charge of the 
buffalo park at Wainwrlght, on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, reports that ii 
is improbable that many more buffalo 
will be brought up from the Flathead 
range in Montana, although twenty 
or thirty may be brought this sum¬ 
mer. There are now 990 at Whin- 
wright tfnd the number is increasing 
rapidly, there having been 170 calves 
last year He expects there will be 
about 250 calves this year. 

Mr. Ellis is of the opinion that a 
nrofltable industry might be evolved 
from the buffalo farm business be¬ 
cause Of the value of the heads and 
hides. The old cows and bulls might 
be killed off each year and a constant 
supply maintained in this way. Some 
of the cows are becoming very fierce, 
and it will probably be necessary to 
shoot them. They have charged the 
herders several times and there have 
been a number of narrow escapes; 
the bulls, however, seem to be much 
more quiet and have not given anj 
trouble at yet. 

There Is another large herd of buf¬ 
falo In the country north of Fori 
Chlppewyan and some of these ani¬ 
mals may be brought down to Wain 
wright so as to put some new blood in' 
the herd there.

A Dublin Haax. 

The famous Berners Street hoax. 
Lot don, contrived by Theodore Hook, 
In liOli, baa recently tied Its coun¬ 
terpart la Dublin. In the Berner* 
street hoax it will be recalled thou¬ 
sands of lette rshad been written to 
all kinds ot tradespeople to call on 
a certain day at No. 64 that street 
and deliver certain goods. Coal wag¬ 
ons, carts with upholstery, vans with 
pianos and other artlccles, wedding 
and funeral coaches rumbled through, 
filling the little street and all the ad¬ 
joining streets and lanes. Such, a 
babel was never before seen in Lon¬ 
don. The Lord .Mayor and the presi¬ 
dent of the Bank of England and sev¬ 
eral scions of nobility, as well as 
lawyers, doctors, clergymen, under¬ 
takers and pastry cooks, were there. 

Six weejts ago a man arrived In 
Dublin and Immediately paragraphs 
appeared In the newspapers announc¬ 
ing that Buffalo Bill's Wild West show 
wan comlny to Dublin, and that Its 
advance agent had arrived The 
agent took rooms In a city hotel. The 
tour of the show was, he said, to be¬ 
gin at Dublin. Two thousand horses 
and six hundi^d men and women, be¬ 
sides hundreds of wild animals would 
require food for a month. He ar¬ 
ranged for enormous supplies from 
confectioners, bakers, wholesale gro¬ 
cers, butchers, fishmongers and for¬ 
age contractors, the last named order 
being for forty tons-of hay a week. 
Twenty thousand posters were ordered 
and these were American master¬ 
pieces in advertising. The most sar¬ 
donic touch of all was the ylslt of the 
agent to the police authorities with 
the request for the service of twenty- 
five policemen to keep jorder during 
the show. 

When all the arrangements had 
been completed the agent disappeared 
and nothing more has been heard 
either of him or the big show.
